Support for change has come from the practicing 
physicians the State, and from California’s many 
voluntary agencies and professional organizations con- 
cerned with public health and welfare. strong and 
progressive State Board Public Health has imple- 
mented new laws with practical regulations, and has 
continuously revised older regulations keep them 
interpretive newer medical and public health knowl- 
edge. Expert, specialized guidance for state-level pro- 
gramming has come from widely representative com- 
mittees which give advice and consultation virtually 
all State Health Department activities. 


Department Administration 


the start 1943, midway the war, California’s 
health problems were growing proportion 
its swarming new civilian and military population. 
Such influx even peacetime would have made 
hold existing gains public health, let 
alone make further progress. But because the war, 
the State Department Public Health, all local health 
departments, and the medical profession were 


for the Pacific war fronts, 
and receiving zone for military personnel returning 
fresh from exposure virulent tropical diseases. 

This State’s health agencies, like its farms and in- 
dustries, had convert for all-out war production. 
There was unprecedented emergency meet, and 
those who looked ahead realized that postwar 
fornia would continue face the challenge its immi- 
grant millions, its proliferating communities and its 
rising rates marriage and birth. 

thoroughgoing reorganization and sizeable ex- 
pansion the State’s health services were obviously 
needed. This transformation began with legislation, 
adopted the Fifty-fifth Regular Session the State 
Legislature 1943, which clarified responsibilities 
the State Department and State Board Public Health 
and placed the department’s direction the hands 
qualified medical doctor with specialized training and 
experience public health. The department, instead 
the board, became the State’s highest administrative 
authority public health, while the board retained its 
judicial, regulatory and licensing powers addition 
its principal function formulating general policies 
and advising the Director Public Health. 

was also legislative action 1943 that Grad- 
uate School Public Health came into being the 
University California Berkeley. the time 
such school existed west Minnesota. The school and 
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the department have worked closely together ever since. 
The preparation trained professional personnel 
Berkeley has immeasurably contributed all public 
health programs California. 

Continuing through 1944 and 1945 the State Health 
Department was administratively streamlined the 
light studies made the American Public Health 
Association and the State Department Finance. Five 
divisions were established, and the operating programs 
bureaus and services were grouped thereunder with 
clear-cut channels administration and efficient dele- 
gation authority. These divisions were Administra- 
tion, Environmental Sanitation, Laboratories, Local 
Health Services, and Preventive Medical Services. 
them Division Dental Health was added 1949. 
July 1951, civil defense needs brought new 
Division Medical and Health Services the de- 
partment. 

New bureaus, bureaus with clarified revised 
tions, and new services were added reconstituted 
within the department during the years general re- 
organization. Most recent additions the departmental 
structure are Nutrition Service and Medical Social 
Service units established the Division Preventive 
Medical Services January 1951. 

Reorganization and revised programming brought 
about much greater efficiency and effectiveness de- 
partmental administration. This was urgent both for 
wartime conversion and for peacetime reconversion 
follow. However, direct public health service the 
people California given almost exclusively local 
health departments. needs the people were 
met was clear that the number organ- 
ized local departments and the scope local public 
health services had augmented. 


Local Health Services 


1947 one the most important events the 
entire history public health California took place 
when the State Legislature adopted the Public Health 
Assistanee Act. 

Under this law, $10,286,709 has been appropriated 
from 1947 date for grants local government for the 
expansion and improvement local health services 
California. This assistance has raised standards for all 
such services and for the personnel who administer 
them, and has increased the number organized de- 
partments the State. The program administered 
the State Health Department, with chief responsibility 
assigned the Division Local Health Service. Years 
sustained effort that division bring about more 
comprehensive local health coverage California 
rapidly attained goal after goal once money became 
available those communities willing and able take 
advantage the new opportunities offered. 
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1940 only counties and nine cities the Stat 
had full-time local health departments. 
organized departments counties and cities wep

The Conference Local Health Officers was brought 
into being the Public Health Assistance Act 1941, 
This organization, composed all local health 
the State, was specifically empowered set 
ards for personnel and service which must met 
local health departments order qualify for state 
funds.

Maternal and Child Health 


the past decade California’s program for maternal 
and child health has successfully sought strengthen 
services mothers and children offered local health 
departments, practicing physicians, dentists, hospitals, 
schools, welfare departments and voluntary 
consultation with these individuals and 
tions, the Bureau Maternal and helps 
establish and develop prenatal centers and child health 
services meet local needs. 

Since the success basic maternal and child health 
activities measured part declines infant and 
maternal mortality rates, California trends the past 
decade are most encouraging. 1940 infant mortality 
was about per thousand live births. 1950 the rate 
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was about deaths per thousand live births. can 
estimated that about 3,500 California babies born 
1950 are now alive who would not have survived the 
1940 rate had persisted unchanged. 

During the same decade California’s maternal mor- 
tality rate has reduced three-fourths. pro- 
yisional 0.6 per thousand live births during 1950, this 
rate was the lowest state history. 

Program emphasis placed today efforts reduce 
the number premature births, which contribute 
two-thirds the deaths infants under one month 
old. Since 1947 the department has been able sub- 
sidize expenses special training problems pre- 
maturity for more than physicians, nurses and other 
professional workers. 

Diarrhea the newborn also under attack, and 
the number outbreaks the State have been greatly 
the past few years the cooperative 
efforts physicians, nurses, hospitals and health de- 
partments. 

California has developed 
school health program inter-agency collaboration 
through the Joint School Health Committee, established 
1945 and staff from the State Depart- 
ments Public Health and Education. 

Important gains the control serious commu- 
diseases children have been scored the past 
decade. 

1940 the diphtheria case rate was 13.0 per 100,000 
population 1950 had dropped 2.6. 

The 1940 case rate for whooping cough was 230.7. 
The 1950 rate was 62.5. 

The decreases diphtheria and whooping 
rates are due largely immunization programs 
which have been constantly spurred the state and 
local health departments and practicing physicians. 


Handicapped Children 


program has been developed Cali- 
fornia for the child suffering from physical handicaps 
such fever, cerebral palsy, 
defects, impaired sight and other crippling afflictions. 

1944, and treatment services for hear- 
ing defects became part the Crippled Children 
Services the department. 

landmark aid for handicapped children Cali- 
fornia was the act the 1945 State Legislature which 
made mandatory for all county boards supervisors 
appropriate not less than one-tenth one mill per 
dollar assessed county valuation for services these 

the Legislature requested studies the State 
Departments Health and Education the problems 
children with cerebral palsy. These studies resulted, 
1945, appropriations for program coordinate 
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medical and educational services under joint admin- 
istration the two state agencies. the same year 
new statute eliminated court procedure for authorizing 
state aid crippled children and substituted certifica- 
tion local health welfare departments. 

Another new program grew out study rheu- 
matie fever conducted the State Health Department 
request the Legislature. 1949, $500,000 was ap- 
propriated launch services for -the diagnosis and 
treatment children suffering from this disease. Or- 
ganized fever programs now exist 
counties, while individual cases have been referred for 
help from most other counties. 

Until the present fiseal year the Crippled Children 
Services the department were administered within 
the Bureau Maternal and Child Health. This year 
the unit became separate Bureau Crippled Children 
Services. 

1950-51 the Bureau Children Services’ 
long-sought goal state-wide coverage was virtually 
attained, for all but one the State’s counties are 
now conducting programs for physically handicapped 
children which meet minimum standards. There has 
been steady increase the number children served, 
and their total 1949-50, last year for which figures are 
complete, exceeded 25,000. This was gain 5,000 over 
the previous year. 


Communicable Disease Control 


During World War the infiux new civilian and 
military population, the return armed forces per- 
sonnel from war fronts, the growth new 
population centers, and the overload sanitation 
facilities most communities all posed threat 
control communicable disease California. Diseases 
particular significance this situation were 
losis, malaria, typhoid fever and venereal diseases. 

1945 the Legislature raised the state subsidy for 
week day. This financial aid was augmented 
1947 and again 1949, and now ranges from $1.65 
$2.60 per patient per day graduated scale, with 
smaller counties receiving the larger subsidies. Where 
$714,968 was spent for this purpose 1940, $4,673,920 
was spent 1950-51. Between 1940 and 1950 the State’s 
bed capacity for tuberculosis was supplemented 
approximately 3,000 beds, 700 them county in- 
stitutions. 

California’s death rate from tuberculosis has been cut 
more than half during the decade, and 1950 
fell below the national rate for the first time state 
history—from deaths per 100,000 population 
between 1940 and 1950. 

During the past two years, mass chest X-ray surveys 
have been conducted several California communities. 
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They have reached more than four million persons over 
years old and have uncovered about 4,400 cases 
definitely active tuberculosis. There growing belief 
that this ancient disease can virtually eliminated 
California another decade our present intensive 
programs and hospitalization are con- 
tinued unremittingly. 

California has become one the leaders 
the control venereal disease. This State one 
which have rates for infectious syphilis less than 
eases per 100,000 population. 

The 1940 case rate for total syphilis was 316.9 per 
100,000 population. had fallen 98.0 the end 
1950. Infectious primary and secondary syphilis de- 
clined from 59.9 per 100,000 1940 8.9 1950. 
Among industrial states, which traditionally have the 
most venereal disease, this rate 8.9 currently the 
lowest. 

Gonorrhea has declined from rate 283.4 1940 
176.5 1950. This decrease has been especially sharp 
since 1946. The trends both major venereal diseases 
are considered true decline the number existing 
the general population because California’s 
program has been well stabilized. Progress 
control particularly notable because has been made 
during decade which state population increased 
nearly 4,000,000. Special precautions have been taken 
minimize the potential threat control produced 
the war Korea. 

Among the other communicable diseases subject 
restraint public health measures, and whose control 
always important the public health, are smallpox, 
malaria and typhoid fever. Since 1940 the incidence 
smallpox and malaria has been reduced virtually the 
vanishing point California. Typhoid fever incidence 
has been cut almost two-thirds the same period. 
Main credit must given, the same order, pro- 
grams immunization, vector control, and sanitation. 


Chronic Disease Control 


public health and medical science have succeeded 
cutting the toll many acute communicable diseases, 
these have been replaced most frequent causes 
death disability heart disease, cancer, diabetes 
and other chronic ailments. 


recognition this new turn medical history 
Chronic Disease Bureau was established the depart- 
ment 1945. Program developments this field have 
included the allocation federal funds establish 
local demonstration programs the control cancer 
and heart disease establishment State Tumor Reg- 
initiation research projects public health 
methods for the control chronic diseases and expan- 
sion health education with respect these diseases.

The first community survey the United thi 
States was undertaken San Jose 1948 with dis 
sistance the Bureau Diseases. Several 
demonstration projects this type have been 
ducted since that time. Largest and most recent the 
survey San Francisco Bay area longshoremen begun 
toward the close the current fiscal year.

Occupational Health 

Between 1940 and 1950 California’s labor population 
approximately doubled, from 2,000,000 
working men and women. War started this expansion, 


but the majority new workers and industries settled 
the State when peace came. 

The Bureau Adult Health found that wartime 
economy aggravated great many problems 
pational disease and other hazards health. Materials 
shortages forced many manufacturers substitute 
toxie chemicals and processes for safer ones formerly 
use. Medical and nursing personnel were shortest 
supply, while thousands workers were scantily 
trained for the potentially dangerous jobs they had 
handle. 

Since the war, potentially dangerous new materials 
have been introduced industry and agriculture. 
Radioactive substances are perhaps the most significant 
these, industry, and powerful insecticides and 
pesticides agriculture. solve the problems they 
present, the Bureau Adult Health has performed 
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original research, analyzed practical field problems, 
worked out methods controlling on-the-job hazards, 
and carried intensive program education for 
management and labor. 


the past year new technological developments have 
come under study quickly they were found

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Salmonella Food Poisoning Outbreak 
Reported Los Angeles 


outbreak Salmonella infection among per- 
sons out the who attended buffet luncheon has 
been reported the State Department Public Health 
the Los Angeles City Health Department. There 
were deaths, but two victims required hospitaliza- 
tion and several were confined bed for long 
five days. Illness developed from three hours two 
days following the luncheon. 


evidence pointed cold sliced turkey, 
although Salmonella newport was also recovered from 
sliced tongue and potato salad well the turkey. 
Health department investigators found that the 25- 
pound turkey had been roasted only five hours and had 
stood room temperature for six hours before storage 
refrigerator. The turkey had been sliced first and 
the tongue and the celery for the salad had been 
afterward the same board. The same service 
employee who prepared the food also prepared the same 
foods for several other parties with ill effects. 


The evidence supported the supposi- 
tion that the turkey had been naturally infected with 
the Salmonella newport organisms, the cooking period 
had been insufficient destroy them, the long period 
room temperature had allowed the organisms 
multiply, and the tongue and celery had been con- 
taminated contact with the cutting board which 
the turkey had been sliced.

1921 became full professor tropical medicine 
and conducted research bacteriology, parasitology, 
and chemotherapy the university’s Hooper Founda- 
tion. retired and became professor emeritus 1940.

Accidental deaths from carbon monoxide poison- 
ing, and from asphyxiation, are most 
often traced gas stoves used heat bedrooms, un- 
vented gas fires any room, water heaters installed 
bathrooms, loose pipes and flues, and sub- 
standard inexpertly adjusted heating appliances.
